sing), children playing with match- 
es, and careless use of cigerettes.

The War Manpower Commission, 


the curfew enforcer, answered all 
inquiries with "it's too early to 
say," If any action will he taken 
on the New York mayor's exten- 
sion to 1 a. m., of the closing time 
for amusement places. 


Chairman Paul V. McNutt of the 


W.M.C. sought guidance from War 
Mobilizcr James F. Byrnes, the 
"father" of the curfew. 


Byrnes repeatedly has taken the 


position that the curfew must ring 
at midnight, not 1 a. m. 


One W.M.C. official called the 


New York mayor's action "one 
special case," and indicated that 
any announcement of the govern- 
ment's future course might come 
from Mrs. Anna M. Hosenbcrg, 
W.M.C. Regional Director of New 
York. 


This official acknowledged the 


mayor's action came as "a surprise 
to everyone," and that he appar- 
ently "consulted no one but him- 
self." 


While W.M.C. admittedly lacks 


personnel to police a city as large 
as New York for curfew violators, 
the agency retains a potent wea- 
pon in its authority to estnblish 
"zero" ceilings on employment. 


This technique might be resort- 


ed to if Byrnes objects suflicicnl- 
ly to the mayor's one-hour exten- 
sion of the curfew. 


A "zero" employment ceiling 


would mean that an establishment 
not only could not hire new work- 
ers but that It would have to re- 
lease those it already has except 
maintenance employes, such 
as 


janitors. The "zero" ceiling tech- 
nique was used to give effective- 
ness to the order halting racing.

RUMANIA 


Unlike Poland and China, tlic two countries that 


have paid the heaviest penalties for bcinjr on our 
side in ihis war, Rumania tried to play It safe and 
lost. Humania Is now d vassal of Soviet Russia as 
she had been the vassal of Germany. She lost her 
sovcrcipnty to Hitler by wilful acknowledgment of 
(he easiest way while the 1'oles and the Chinese 
drenched their land in blood. 
Rumania switched 


to Soviet Russia when Germany's defeat was as- 
sured. Tliore was, for u moment, a 
glimmer of 


self-respect but It flickered out and now Stalin is 
the master as Jlitlcr used to be the master. 


This over-simplified statement omits much hut 


it is satisfactory for purposes of inventory. Ru- 
mania has bttyn shifted from one column to the 
other. And to most Americans, It will not matter 
much willy, jusv us the fate of I'olund or China 
or any other country leaves them cold in the faco 
ol the prospect of a shortened war. Most Ameri- 
cans say: "If Stalin wants Rumania, let him have 
H. We don't want it and won't lake it on A bet." 
And what Is more, most Americans want this war 
over and are willing to pay heavily to brine it to 
an i?nd. 


That 
too is an over-simplification. What we 


hove been told repeatedly by our rulers, in the At- 
lantic Charier, in the propaganda concerning Mos- 
cow, Teheran, Yalta, Dumbarton Oaks and San 
Francisco, Is that a Now World is in the making, 
a world that will IJQ just and that will maintain 
the peace. There are to bo no aggressor nations. 
There ore to be only peace-loving nations. When 
Stalin sets up his own government in Rumania, as 
he has done in Poland and as he apparently plans 
to do in China before April 24, he 
becomes 
an 


aggressor. And from a moral standpoint. H cannot 
matter at all whether the aggressor is on our side 
or on the other side, whether we like or dislike the 
aggrieved country. Aggression runs counter to 
every articulation of American war alms as ex- 
pressed by the President. 


When Anthony Kden slated lo the House of 


Commons that the replacement of Premier Radcscu 
by l-*cler Gro/a is purely a Soviet afTair, lie 
an- 


nounced to the world that Stalin is an aggressor 
and that he is in a hurry lo establish the boun- 
daries and governments of 
the 
new 
SovleUxed 


states before the San Francisco Conference meets 
so that cvcrylbinu will be a fait accompli by then. 
Kdcn said (hat there was "no evidence lo show 
thai General Radcscu personally has been involved 
in any anti-Allied acUvfiies." In fact, he was giv- 
en sanctuary in the lirilish Embassy when he was 
sure "that his life Was in danger from his political 
opjwnents." 
Those political opponents were, ac- 


cording to Mr. Eden, set up ns the new government 
of Rumania—as strictly a Soviet affair. 


So that is the New World that the San Fran- 


cisco Conference is to recognize and that is the 
New World against which there is to be no rebel- 
lion after the new League of Nations is established 
at San Francisco. 
That is the New World that 


American troops arc to police for years and years 
to prevent change and to safeguard. 


No Rumanian, as no Pole and no Chinese, can 


distinguish between a good and a bad aggressor. 
To a conquered people, there arc and can be no 
good conquerors. The Poles, for instance, cannot 
possibly recognize that Stalin has any more rights 
in Poland than Hitler had. They want to be free 
to work out their own destiny according to their 
own lights. Similarly, no patriotic Chinese can 
justify the Russian puppets at Yenan while ab- 
horring the Japanese puppets at Nanking. 
They 


expect a Chinese to be loyal to his own country, 
not to some other. They cannot recognize that 
Mao Tzc-tung is a better man because he serves 
Soviet Russia than Wang Ching-wel. who serves 
Japan. They expect tlmt both should servo China. 
first and only. And £0 it will one day be with the 
Rumanians who wilt vise, as they have before, to 
struggle for national freedom.

VITAMIN C 


"It is still as true as ever lhat thc diet can and 


should be a sufficient source of vitamins A and C 
for all the healthy human needs. Even with thc 
difficulties of the current high cost of food, with 
restrictions imiwscd by food rationing, and with 
shortages In the market, it is possible for many 
people to meet the best of standards of securing 
these vitamins us well us the other nutrients in a 
diet." 


I am quoting Dr. Elmer U Scvringhaus, Univer- 


sity of Wisconsin, in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. Notwithstanding this state- 
ment Prof. Scvringhaus slates Hint n very consid- 
erable number of adults in the United States and 
Cnniuia arc not securing a sufficient amount of vita- 
min C, or ascorbic acid, for thc best health. It is 
not so much because ot the increased cost of thc 
citrus fruits—oranges, grapefruit and lemons—that 
is causing a lack of vitamin C in the diet, but our 
failure to realize the urgent necessity for the use 
of those fowls which contain ample amount of 
vitamin C. These foods ore raw cabbage, raw let- 
tuce, fresh iwas. 


Although research workers arc not agreed on 


the amount of vit.-nnin C nooilcri by the Ixxly daily 
{some recommend .'>U mg.. and others 75 mg..l Dr. 
Sevringhnus recommends the 73 nig. Instead of 
walling for the severe symptoms of scurvy to np- 
twar—loosening of tocth. hlrcdlng under (he skin, 
changes in hours and joints-an increased amouiU 
of vitamin C should l>e given if there is even slight 
swelling and inflammation of the gums.

In the Western Pacific (delay- 


ed)—The men aboard an aircraft 
carrier could be divided, for pur- 
poses of clarity, into three groups. 


There are the fliers, both officer- 


pilots and enlisted radiomen and 
gunners, who actually fly in com- 
bat. They do nothing but fly, and 
study, and prepare to fly. 


Then there are the men who 


maintain the fliers. The air offi- 
cers, and the mechanics and the 
myriads of plane handlers who 
shift and push and manhandle 
the planes a dozen times a day 
around the deck. 


These men are ordinarily known 


as "Airedales," but the term isn't 
much used on our ship. Usually 
they just call themselves "plane- 
pushers."

And third is .the ship's crew— 


the deck hands engineers, signal- 
men, cooks, plumbers and bar- 
bers. They run the ship, just as 
though it were any ship in the 
navy.

The fliers aren't looked upon 


as gods by the rest of the crew, 
but they arc respected. Hardly 
a man on the crew would trade 
places with them. 
They've seen 


enough crash-landings on" deck to 
know what the fliers go through.

Washington, -March IS—Prime 


Minister Churchill Is hot only one 
of the most persuasive personali- 
ties in public life, but also one 
of the frankest. He expounds his 
conservative philosophy fdrthrlghl- 
y tnd without equivocation. 


But It may be doubted whether 


Mr. 
Churchill, 
having 
served 


England In her gravest hour, will 
ever express the liberalism of to- 
morrow in Britain and, indeed, 
Whether he reflects even now. the 
underlying currents of the British 
people's thought toward (he ar- 
rangements that must he made 
some day to assure the success of 
the general 
international peace 


organizations. 


A significant outcropping of this 


difference came in the recent de- 
jate in the House of Commons 
wherein Mr. Churchill conceded 
the "axiomatic thilh" in the state- 
ment o£ Rhys Davies, laborite 
member that after 
the 
Yalta 


agreement "there is nothing at all 
:o deal with aggression by the 
jreat powers" in the United Na- 
ions' plan for peace. The prime 
ministed added: 


"As far as we are concerned, 


we made a perfectly voluntary 
agreement with other great pow- 
ers that were gathered at Yalta 
and that does prescribe for a dif- 
ferentiation 
between the treat- 


ment of the greatest, powers in 
these matters and of the smallest 
powers." 


This must mean that Great Brit- 


ain considers the United States as 
well as Russia pledged to support 
the Yalta voting procedure agree- 
ment and that he would not con» 
sider the American delegation free 
Lo present any amendments to it. 
Precisely this point was raised by 
France in declining to have her 
hands tied in advance of the San 
Francisco meeting which General 
de Gaulle's cabinet thought might 
be the case if the invitation to 
"sponsor" the next conference was 
accepted. 


But Mr. Churchill reveals an- 


other important . aspect of his 
thinking. He defends the idea that 
the strong must be recognized as 
entitled to special privileges. He 
says, for Instance: 


"We may deplore, if we choose, 


that there is a difference between 
the great and the small, between 
the strong and the weak in the 
world. There undoubtedly is such 
a difference and it would be fool- 
ish to upset good arrangements 
proceeding on a broad front for 
the sake of trying to attain im- 
mediately what

ideal." 


Mr. Churchill's viewpoint has 


been warmly espoused always by
